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'Tackled Seaplane 


Submarine Fought Back and Was 


Either Badly Damaged or 
Destroyed 


The first case in which it is known 
that a submarine fought back when 
attacked by a seaplane resulted in 
the probable destruction of the sub- 
marine by an American aviator, Re- 
serve Ensign J. F. Carson,,it is an- 
announced by the’ British admiralty. 

With shrapnel from the elevated 
forward gun of the submarine burst- 
ing around his seapJane Ensign Car- 
son manoeuvred until he was able to 
pour machine gun fire into the crew, 
felling two of them and-driving the 
others inside. The submarine sub- 
merged, and as she was diving two 
bombs were dropped on her. : 

Within a few minutes the bow of 
the U-boat appeared on the surface 
and remained visible about four, min- 
utes.. More bombs were dropped in 
this interval and it is believed the 
undersea craft was either badly dam- 
aged or destroyed. “: 

Ensign Carson, who was on patrol, 
remained:over the spot fifteen. or 
twenty minutes, but the U-boat was 
no longer in evidence. After going to 
the base to get another machine he 
returned to the spot, and this time 
again there were no traces of the 
submersible. 


Tzecho-Slovaks Decorated 


Received Medals From King Victor 
of Italy > 


A recent occasion on which _ tlie 
King of Italy presented medals won 
for distinguished service in the field 
to those soldicrs who had show -es- 
pecial heroism in the fighting on the 
Italian front this summer was given 
a particularly interesting character by 
the fact™ that not only Italian but 
Tzecho-Slovak soldicrs were decora- 
ted. Both officers and men belong- 
ing to the Tzecho-Slovak forcés re- 
ceived silver and bronze medals or 
crosses of war from the hands of 
King Victor Emmanuel, who spoke 
a few kindly words to each, often 
asking some question .and_ greeting 
each man with a cordial handclasp.

‘Then, all 
alonc, he dashed across it, although 
there were probably a dozen  ma- 
chine guns shooting at him from 
the other bank. He jumped into a 
hole in the ground, where three Ger- 
man pioneers were waiting the order 
to throw the switch and blow up the 
bridge with demolition charges. The 
corporal bayonetted two of the men 


and accepted the surrender of the 
third, who offered to show him 
where the charges were. The cor- 
poral cut the wires leading to the 


explosives under the bridge, and the 
bridge was one of immense valuc to 
his comrades afterwards. . 


Large Cattle Deal Completed

sale involves 1,000 head of steers, 
and was made by ranches of Taber, 
Alberta, the price paid -by the pack- 
ing company being $200 a head, pick 
to be made from 1,500 head.

OF ALLIES CAN BE ENTERTAINED - 


HUN PEACE NOTE FAILS TO FULFIL CONDITIONS 


Neither Britain Nor France Have Faith in Motives of Enemy wes 
Scheme of Proposed Peace Has Ulterior Motive—Germagy, 
Knowing She is Beaten, Wishes to End War

The London Post, commenting on" ~ 


Prince Maximilian’s peace proposal 
to President Wilson takes the view 
that the German offer in nowise dif- 
fers from the Austrian offer, that the 
new chancellor is as much the kals- 
er’s nomince as was his predecessor, 
and that he will be incontinently dis- 
missed when he has served his mas- 
ter’s turn. 


The newspaper says that Maximil- 
ian’s action is a result of conference 
and arguments between the pan-Ger- 
man and other parties In which, as 
heretofore, the military dictatorship 
has directed the course of affairs, 

“So much is clear,” the Morning 
Post adds: “The German government 
is not altered. The peace note fails 
to fulfill the conditions postulated by 
President Wilson. The intention of 
the note is.to endeavor to create a 
division among the allies and attract 
the attention of the pacifists in the 
allied countries. No proposal directed 
to one nation among the allies can 
be entertained.” 

Unconditional surrender character- 
izes the general comment in Paris on 
the demand for peace eent by the 
central powers to President Wilson. 
It is felt here that Germany and her 
in 
their request to the president for an 
armistice, and that- although they 
have stated that they are willing to 
talk peace on President. Wilson’s pre- 
sentations, they have not: shown sub- 
mission such as was forced upon 
Bulgaria.

For Slavic-Latin States 
Socialist Deputies of Reichstag Adopt 
a Resolution 


Recognition of the right of .+the 
Slavic-Latin states of Austria-Ffun- 
gary to dispose of their own fate and 
a demand for the same seif-determin- 
ation for the German people in Aus- 
tria are contained in resolutions 
adopted by the Socialist deputies of 


the Reichsrath, according to  des- 
patches received in Paris. “The reso- 
lution follows: 

“Representatives of the working 


classes of Austria recognize the right 
of the Slavic-Latin nations of Aus- 
tria to dispose of their fate and they 
demand the same right for the Ger- 
man people in Austria. We recognize 
the right of the Slavic nations to 
continuc themselves as autonomous 
states, but we absolutely repulse for- 
ever the submission as German. ter- 
ritory to these national states. 


“We demand. the reunion of all 
German regions in Austria into one 
Gernian-Austrian — state,” which will 
have the right to regulate its own 
relations towards other nations ac- 
cording to its own necessities. We 
are ready to discuss with representa- 
tives of the Czech and Slavis people 
on the basis of the transformation of 
Austria into a federation of indepen- 
dent national states. Should such 
proposition be repudiated we shall 
fight energetically to prevent by all 
of the means at our command that 
the constitution of the German peo- 
ple in Austria, or that of certain of 
its groups, be regulated outside by 
the power of state or the words of a 
foreign conqueror.”

Camps and Factories 


The attorney gencral has fixed. mid- 
night of October 5, 1918, as the time 
when the regulation establishing a 
one-half mile prohibited area around 
fedcral or state forts, camps, arsenals 
aircraft stations, government or naval 
vessels, navy yards, factories or work- 
shops for the manufacture of muni- 
tions of war or any products for the 
use of the army or navy, shall become 
effective as to German alien females. 
This date -is fixed by the attorney 
gencral under authority granted to 
him in the president’s proclamation 
of April 19, 1918, which extended the 
scope of the regulations affecting 
alien enemy males to include alien 
enemy females, } ; 

The effect of the act of the attor- 
ney general in fixing this date is to 
make it unlawful:for any German 
alien female 14 years of age: and up- 
ward to be found within one half mile 
of any of the places: mentioned, ex- 
cept on public carriers, without a 
proper permit from the United States 
marshal. Every woman or girl of 14 
years of age and upward who is a 
native, citizen, denizen, or subject of 
Germany and not actually naturalized 
as an American citizen is affected by 
this act and must obtain a permit fo 
enter any prohibited area established 
by this regulation for any purpose, 
except as stated, when passing 
through such area on a public car- 


From 


vier, Females coming within the 
foregoing definition, including the 
wives of citizens or subjects of Ger- 


many, must comply with the order of 
the attorney general. 

Perinits, to reside in or to enter the 
prohibited area must be obtained 
from the United States marshal. Ap- 
plications for these permits may — be 
made in ‘the same manner as applica- 
tions for similar permits have been 
made “by German alien enemy males, 

The fact that the husband or fath- 
er of a German alien female has ob- 
tained a permit or that she has reg- 
istered does not relieve her from the 
obligation of obtaining a permit.

The pro- 
lificacy with which white clover 
grows in Central Alberta is especially 
noticeable in the residential parts of 
Edmonton, where the clover has ov-

Alsike clover is a ‘ver 
and is grown successfully in many 
parts of Alberta, with and without ir- 
rigation, both for hay and pasture.

South of Ed- 
monton a farrner has a field of alsike 
which was planted eight years ago, 
the growth of which was thicker this 
year than with the first crop. This 
crop has passed the experimental 
stage and every year seed in increas- 
ing quantities is being produced.

Aft- 
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Terraced Rice Fields 
In the Philippines 


Ascend a Thousand I Feet Above the 
Level of River 


When Magellan, sailing under or- 
ders from Charles I, discovered the 
Philippine Islands in 152] (although 
certain records of the Chinese show 
that they had been before him) he 
found the natives cultivating rice as 
practically their only form of agri- 


‘}culture; and from that time on and 


up to the threshold of the twentieth 
century, half the land under cultiva- 
tion in all the archipelago was sowed 
to rice. Since then, owing to the de- 
velopment of the hemp and sugar in- 
dustries, and the taking off of labor, 
to build rathways and for public 
works, rice production has rapidly di- 
minished; so that .now, the Filipino, 
who for centuries raised all the rice 
upon which the people of the whole 


archipelago chiefly subsisted, and ex- 
ported the remainder as his most im- 
portant article of commerce, is im- 
porting to meet the home demand. 

The general primitive system, still 
adhered to in many provinces, called 
for sothing more elaborate in the 
way of soil than a naturally flooded 
held. Into this the proprietor, with 
a forked stick for a plow, would 
wade, and work contentedly up to 
his knees in muddy water; and-when 
the harvest was ready, the, women 
would go into the deep mud with 
rude sickles and cut the riec, thresh- 
ing it with their bare feet. 

Some of the mountain tribes, how- 
ever, developed a wonderful system 
of irrigated, terraced fields, those of 
the Ifaguos being notably fine. They 
begin by the side of a river into 


which Streams are

so-called Christianized tribes, upon 
whom they look down because of the 
Tagalog's physical inferiority and for 
the oppression he has always exer- 
cised against them whenever he has 
had the gower.

| Had Colonial Empire of Eleven. Hun- 
H dred’ Thouscnd Square Miles 
Less than four years ago Germany 
had a colonial empire of more than 
eleven hundred thousand — : quare 
ules, more than five times the size 
of the German empire, larger than 
Austria-Hungary, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, ltaly and Spain put 
together. ‘Mr, Dernburg has said 
again and again that in time the col- 


onies would supply the home count-yi trick quickly and is invariably satis- 


‘with most of the cocoa and coffee, 
the cotton and tobacco, and palin oil 
and palny kernels it. needs. 

Kast Africa sent-copra, gold, ivory, 
sisal hemp, hides; South-West Africa 
copper, diamonds, lead, skins; Came- 
roons. cocoa, ivory, palm kernels and 
oil rubber and timber;. togo cocoa, 
catton, palm kernels and oil, and rub- 
ber. Germany was but Heginniy her 
colonial apprenticeship. 

She blundered in many ways, in 


every way, until Dernburg became 
minister of the colonies; yet, thrce 
years before ‘the war, the exports 


trom lier Pacific and African colonies 
amounted to almost $25,000 ne a 
year, 

The African plantations, so wai in 
possibilities, were hardly fairly be- 
gun, South-West Africa is ene of the 

finest sheep.and cattle countries. The 
Germans so killed off and frightened 
off the natives that labor was scarce. 


Let us record the letter of von fro- 
tha, “the Breat general of the id 
emperor,” to the Hereroes in 1904; 


The Herero nation must now leave 
the country. If the people do it not, 
I will compel them with the big gun. 
Within the German ‘frontier every 
Herrero with or without a rifle will 
be shot. I will not take over any’ 
more women and children, but I will 
either drive them back to their peo- 
ple or have them fired on. 

Kulture in South-West Africa kill- 
ed half the native population,’ virtu- 
ally wiped out the Hereros, who 
were either slain, man, woman and 
child, or forced into the desert to 
die of thirst. 

A vast colonial empire Germany 
had. Oppressively, cruelly, too often, 
bureaucratically always, she ruled it. 
She’ always regarded it asa coign 
of vantage when to nurse military 
designs against her neighbors. Mr, 
Zimmermann’s “colonial demands,” 
cut down -even to a*demand for the 
return of Germany's former colonies, 
will not be too warmly welcomed at 
‘the peace congress, if there is one, 
and our Anzac friends will never con- 
sent to certain ‘surrenders or restora- 
tions.

Dry goods (drapers) shops there are 
“ad nauseam;”' and jewellers, and 
chemists,- but if you want to buy a 
little homely packet of blue or a bot- 
tle of vinegar.-it is really quite diffi- 
cult to find a shop that keeps it. The 
reason, of course, is that grocers do 
not set up shops in the main thor- 
oughfares, and not that there is a 
scarcity of them. In fact, there are 
in England over 80,000 rttail grocers’ 
shops. ‘Fhere are 5,000 co-operative 
steres which serve 10,000,000 custom- 
ers; 10,000 multiple shops supplying 
7,000,000 customers; 70,000. small 
shops with a roll of 24,000,000  cus- 
tolners, and a large number of the 
old-fashioned family grocers. These 
figures show the magnftude of the ra- 
tioning problem, and suggests that 
credit is due not: only to the ministry 
of food, but to the wholesale houses 
and retailers for the smooth way in 
which the public have been supplied.

In German Peace 


Story of How the Country Is Syste- 
matically Pillaged for Ger- 
many’s Benefit 

A reliable informant who left 
Rumania early in July, 1918, has giv. 
en a very interesting description of 
the conditions which prevail in that 
country and also of the German ac- 
tivity, \,hich continues in spite of the 


fact that peace ‘has been definitel 
concluded,” writes Capt. Alfred F, 
Ozanne, 


At present the Germans are pillag- 
irig the country from one end to the 
other, It is no exaggeration to sa 

everything in Rumania whieh 
could be exported has been seized 
and sent into Germany. Lven door 
handles and window catches, _ bells 
and kitchen utensils have been taken 
away. ‘ 

“But that is not all. The Germans 
have carried off all the linen and the 
civilians have been allowed to keep 
only two sets of underwear. A cer- 
tain number of people have, how- 
ever, been allowed to keep their be- 
longings by bribing the German offi- 
cials with a liberal gift of wine. All 
the timber it Rumania has been tak- 
en away, whole forests have been cut 
down, and the Germans have’ even 
raised the parquetry off the floors in 
private dwelling houses. Each Ger- 
man soldier is authorized to send to 
his people in Germany a 10 Ib. parcel 
of goods filched from the inhabitants 
every week, and even the higher 
grade officers declare that their fam- 
ilics could not exist without these 
contributions. ; 

“Che final blow has been given to 
the country in three decrees which 
the king of Rtsmania we. compelled 
virtue of the first de- 
cree the “General Directorate’ of Im- 
ports, Exports, and Provisioning’ was 
created. The powers of this director- 
ate extend over the whole economic 
For instance, no 
one is‘able to import or export mer- 
chandise without the consent of the 
directorate, which is thus able to 
close the Rumanian market to: the 
entente and direct all Rumanian pro- 
ducts toward the central -cmpires. 
The directorate has also the power to 
decide, without any right of appeal, 
how the soil must be cultivated; it 
has the power to order the deporta- 
tion of the entire agricultural popu- 
lation from one region to another; ‘it 
can impose fines and even imprison- 
ment upon a recalcitrant population; 
and finally, the decree insures the 
exercise of these powers for -a terim 


of 10 years. The head of this direc- 
{orate is a ‘creature’ of the Germans, | 
onc Dr. Antipa, who has been put on 


the footing of a minister of state. 
‘The second decree lays down that 


the whole of the rural population is 
compelled to work. .This decree em- 
braces all males between the ages of 


14 and 60 and all females. between 
the ages of 14 and 50.) Fach peasant 
is only able to attend to his own land 
a certain number of days; the rest of 
his time must be devoted to the au- 
thorities, who utlize the peasant .as 
they wish at a ridiculous wage. The 
decree further enables the authorities 
to remove what agricultural machin- 
ery it sees fit to remove from. any 
owner and use it on other land. The 
general dircctorate is thus able to 
ruin whomsover it pleases.
